appropriate 
$5,000. 
Objections to this plan are heard 
from all sides and many angles of 
the water supply problem are brought 
out in tho expression of these objec­ 
tions. 
In the first place It is under­ 
stood 
that 
the 
director’* jdans in­ 
clude the drilling of the wells in the 
same vein that feeds the spring on 
the Fawcett homestead, which would 
soon exhause the flow, so s ion. 
in 
fact, it is contended by those in 
position to know, that the city would 
not full\ realize from the money ex 
pended in this direction. 
The greatest objection to this plan 
however, is found 
in the 
contention 
that if the city must drill additional 
wells, it need not go outside of the 
city, thus occasioning the expense of 
piping for a considerable distance. It 
is an established fact that water as 
clear and pure as that obtained from 
wells outside the corporate limits is 
to he found under the entire city of 
Salem and that wells drilled in the 
very heart of the city w ill produce as 
strong a flow of this water as at a n ­ 
other place. 
It hag been 
suggested, 
therefore, that, if we Is must be drill­ 
ed. they he sunk beside the pre-ent 
water basins on 
W est 
Main street, 
where no expense will he incurred in 
piping the water into the city. 
Another angle is I 'es nted by pro­ 
ponents of water meters, who declare 
that the present sup iv of city w ater 
is adequate 
if 
properly 
conserved. 
They would have the 
entire 
city 
metered to prevent the 
waste 
of 
water that, it is asserted, is assuming 
serious proportions. 
In the 
discussion 
of 
a1] 
these 
angles, the consensus 
of opinion is 
that the city should make haste slow ­ 
ly and considerately, bo that the best 
and least expensive i ’an 
rn iy 
be 
adopted at the earlii st possible mo­ 
ment.
